Leonardo Towcs of Madrid has had

Between them are trains of cog- 
wheels, called by the inventor "expo-

An Illuminating Sngge»tion. 


In illustration of tbe value of Edi- 


son's new storage battery, Franklin H. 
Head in a lecture recently delivered 
before the students of the College of 
Commerce and Administration nt the 
University of Chicago suggested as a 
possibility of future illuminating meth- 
ods the use of a belt of windmills to 
run dynamos for the storage of batter- 
ies with electricity. Such a series of 
windmills, he said, would be able to 
supply enough storage batteries with 
electricity to light a whole city contin- 
uously aud perhaps to heat it also. 


Bread Made ot Pea Flour,

product is pea flour, with which the 
war department has recently been inak-;

electricity nnd not sodium is the life 
giving principle. 


A. Hyatt Verrill, a graduate of Yale 


and son of Professor Acldison E. Ver- 
rlll, bns discovered a process of photo- 
graphing in brilliant colors. The dis- 
coverer calls it an autochromntic proc- 
ess. 
It Is photochemical entirely, but 


Its exact nature is not made known, 
nor i* anything divulged by Mr. Ver- 
rll\ except that his discovery Is a dis- 
tinct invention nnd a decided advance 
In photography. 
— Ho bus experimented for 
several 


years, but only recently met "with suc- 
cess. He Is still nt work perfecting bis 
discovery because in the Instance of a 
few colors be bns not yet fully attained 
n wholly satisfactory result. Particu- 
larly Is this true of bright red colors. 
Patent rights have not yet been obtain- 
ed, \vbleh is another reason for secrecy. 
Professor Verrill recently displayed live 
photographs, the first made by tbe proc- 
ess, which his son presented to him n 
few days before as n birthday gift. 


In timo Mr. Verrill will make a pub- 


lic scientific display. Three of bis pic- 
tures arc of fishes, the llrst showing 
black, yellow and green. The second 
shows very small variations in tints 
nnd delicate shnillnps. In the thin! 
photograph as many shades are shown 
as lit mother of pearl. One Bermuda 
Inndsortpc sceno shows tho old Wai- 
•Inghnm palace, famed In connection 
with Tom Moore, This Is Mr. Vcrrlll'i 
roost bowutlful work.

ing is undoubtedly the most prolific ot 
all the predisposing causes of catarrhs! 
troubles. The mucous membranes are 
thus placed in a worst possible condi- 
tion for resisting the impression of the 
outside atmosphere. Their natural pro- 
tective secretions are not only decreas- 
ed, but the blood supply of the air pas- 
sages becomes relatively superabun- 
dant, congested and sluggish, and the 
beginning of the end is evident enough. 


Persons \vho are luckily unaccustom- 


ed to these high temperatures often ex- 
perience a sense of oppression from the 
same cause. It is the protest of healthy 
resistance against artiucial enfeeble- 
incut. Foreigners say with truth that 
Americans literally bake themselves in 
their houses, and there is in this con- 
nection also much reason for the opin- 
ion as to the cause of the American ca- 
tarrh. 


Big Dipper Dredge. 


On the first day of June next the Pol- 


son Iron and Shipbuilding works of To- 
ronto will deliver to Mr. J. Poupore, a 
Montreal contractor, the largest dipper 
dredge in the world. It will cost?02,000 
to build. The title dipper dredge, by 
which it is known, is hardly fair to tbe 
immense machine now under process of 
construction. It is a big dipper, so big 
that every time it goes down into the 
deep thirteen tons of material will be 
brought to the surface and dropped 
into the scow beside it. This immense 
weight of 26,000 pounds will be ban- 
died as lightly and easily as if it were 
a shovelful instead of eight cubic yards 
of earth. 


A scaffold which has just been in 


vented and which workmen, especially 
house painters, will find extremely use 
ful differs from the old and clumsj 
scaffold in the fact that it is firmly con 
iiected with ladders by brackets, say? 
a writer in the New York Herald. Each 
of these brackets consists of a head, 
of arms which are pivoted to tbe head

the arms in position. A brace is also 
pivoted to the head, and there are legs 
with clamping devices by which they 
can be secured to the ladders. 


Great Chance For Airships. 


The prize of §200,000 offered by the 


special committee on aerial navigation 
at the St. Louis world's fair has 
brought a number of inventors into the 
field, and there is no doubt thnt the 
competition will b.e much greater than 
had been supposed. David B. Page of 
Chicago is one who will try for the 
prize for a successful flying machine. 
He thinks that all experiments hereto- 
fore made in aerial navigation have 
been along tbe wrong lines and that the 
successful flying machine will not be 
balloon shaped, but will rely on over- 
coming gravity by motion as the spin- 
ning top overcomes gravity by its mo- 
tion and stands erect. 


Another machine, also from Chicago 


and constructed by W. C. Ilorgan, will 
be a competitor. The device is equip- 
ped with wings and is built on a novel 
principle. Instead of being fashioned 
after a bird the four winged dragon 
'fly is used as a model. Twelve wings 
or more equally divided on a small 
body will be used to carry the machine, 
and the motive power is to be furnish 
cd by gasoline and hot air engines. The 
framework is made of aluminium, nnd 
the wings- will be made of the same 
material or ot silk. 


Porcelain Violin*. 


A well known manufacturer of mu- 


sical instruments in Germany, Max 
Freyer. bns introduced a process for 
making violins from clay. These fid 
dies arc of the ordinary pattern, but 
are cast in molds, so that each instru 
incut Is an exact counterpart of its fel- 
low. It is said, but it is somewhat hard 
to believe, that the porcelain body nets 
as a hotter resonator than one of wood 
and that tho tone of the instrument is 
therefore singularly pure and full.

day gave out a long statement com- 
mencing as follows: ''The result of

vote." We then proceeds to demon- 
strate, by the "rule of percentages," 
that there are more democrats than 
republicans in Massachusetts.

It is votes, and 
jjfrt percentages, that win victories at 
the poils.

In most cases 


the hind foot is the shortest; the short- 
er the foot the quicker it can be raised. 
Put shoe on hind foot so toe will pro- 
ject enough to be ;ts long from bottom 
o£ shoe to coronet as the distance from 
bottom of shoe to coronet on front foot. 
The longer the hind foot the more time 
it: takes to raise it. To set ^hoe back on 
hiud foot only makes the house worse, 
for be can get his hind foot up quicker 
than his front foot. Let shoe project 
out well behind on hind foot.

Molasses For Colic. 


Molasses has been found to be th3 


means of rendering good service for 
curing horses suffering from colic. A 
landed proprietor observed that a cer- 
tain number of his horses bee;;me sick 
of colic, and the means resorted to— 
change of diet. etc.—were of no avail 
to restore the health of the animals. In 
this emergency the gentleman in ques- 
tion hit on tho idea of using molasses, 
and, lo, the health of the horses not 
only improved, but since giving mo- 
lasses to the animals none of them got 
sick again. For horses t\vo pounds of 
molasses are given in a mixture of 
eight to twelve pounds of oatmeal or 
bran, which is the ration per day for 
one horse.—Louisiana Sugar Planter. 


Clipping Work ItorseK. 


TThethcr or not it pays to clip work 


horses was tested nt the Michigan ex- 
periment station nnd reported in a re- 
cent bulletin. 
The conclusions were 


not as definite as might bo desired. 
The station, however, believes that the 
horses which were clipped did their 
work with much greater comfort in 
early spring than those which were not 
clipped. This of course means a great 
deal when animals are at work pre- 
paring the land for spring crops.

clipped horses always look better.
